A Fayetteville dispatch in the 


Arkansas Gazette of February 21 
quotes M. D. Swenson, district sup- 
ervisor of 
the U. S. Census, as 


saying he plans to count Xlniver- 


|y>ity of Arkansas students as resi- 


dents of the school town. 


The university town has 4,500 


enrolees and Fayettevile 
thinks 


including them in the 1950 census 
will boost its official population 
total from 13,500 to around 20,000 
—as many of the students have 
wives and 'children. 


This, of course, is the outrageous 


announcement of a true-blue bu- 
reaucrat — he's going to (all by 


^himself) take population away frorr 


the other towns of the state anc 
give it to the university seat, when 
the very fact that a person is a 
college student is prima facie evi 
dence that his home is somewhere 
else. 


Hope and every other city in 


Arkansas has a stake in this mat- 
ter. There are between 40 and 50 
Hope and Hcmpstcnd county stu- 
dents at the University of Arkan- 
.sas. Their parents and relatives 
f-bnake sacrifices to help them get 


an education, pay taxes to support 
the state university—and then this 
educational machine is 
turned 


against the economic interests of 
the very towns that produced these 
youngsters.

Washington, Feb. 25 — (/P)—Most 


potato growers could count today 
on continued government 
price 


supports on this year's crop, de- 
spite efforts to halt them in a move 
to prevent future surpluses. 


A combination of 28 Republicans 


and 15 Democrats last night beat 
down a proposal of senate Leader 
Lucas (D-I11) to 
remove 
potato 


price props 
until 
congress 
and 


growers agreed to rigid planting 
and marketing controls. 


Instead, the senate approved 43 


to 35 a plan which its author, Sen- 
ator Aiken (R-Vt), said would "con- 
tinued potato price supports in al- 
most all commercial areas unless 
growers reject marketing 
agree- 


ments and orders." 


Lucas had threatened earlier to 


keep senators in session far into 
he night to complete action on 
potato price props as well as a 
cotton acreage measure to which 
it was attached. 


But after defeat of his proposal 


he postponed final action on the 
farm bill until Monday.

Red Cross 
Takes Care of 
Disaster Areas 


Five Hurt as 
Bandits and 
Police Battle 


The Red Cross gave help in 330 


disaster operations last year. This 
was more than in any year 
since 


the organization was 
founded. 


Disaster expenditure totaled 6,574- 
741. Assistance was given to 228,- 
500 persons. 


Disasters in which 
the 
Red 


Cross gave aid struck in all but 
three states, Delaware, 
Rhode 


Island and Maryland, and destroy 
ed or damaged 49,953 buildings. 
A total of 530 persns were kill- 
ed and 4,412 were injured. 


The most extraordinary of these 


catastrophies was the series 
of 


paralyzing blizzards of last win- 
ter. When continued high 
winds 


and snow isolated thousands 
of 


persons in the Plains States, the 
Red Cross charted airplanes 
to 


carry in emergency supplies 
of 


medicine, food, fuel and 'clothing. 


A total of 3,566 
Red 
Cross- 


chartered missions were flown in 
North and South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka and Wyoming. More than 300 
persons were evacuated by plane 
to hospitals. Doctors were flown to 
patients who could not be moved. 


Floods, as usual, 
took 
their 


heavy too last year. On May 17 a 
cloudburst caused the worst flood 
in the history of 
Fort 
Worth, 


Tex. Tornadoes were particularly 
bad last year. In Warren, Ark., the 
Red Cross arrived on the scene 
to give help to more than 2,400 
families.

March 15 Is 
Income Tax 
Deadline 


(Editor's note: This is 
the 


last of 12 stories 
explaining 


who must do what 
and 
hoxv 


about his 1D40 Income lax re- 
turn). 
By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, Feb. 35 —W—March 


15 is a double deadline for some 
people. They're the ones who, by 
that date, must: 


1. File a return on their 1949 in- 


come tax. paying in full any tax 
owed, and:— 


'1. File an estimate on their 1950 


tax—it's called a "declaration 
of 


estimated tax — and start paying 
in quarterly installments on that 
19.00 tax. The first installment is to 
be paid March 15. 


Two kinds of people have to do 
this: 


1. Those who won't have 
any 


tax withheld from their 1950 in- 
come. For instance, landlords and 
doctors. 


2. Those who will have some tax 


but not the full tax withheld from 
their 1950 income. This 
will 
be 


true of some wage earners and 
salaried people. 


The word "estimate" means just 


what it says. For that reason the 
people in those two groups must do 
the following by March 15: 


1. Estimate what their total in- 


come for 1950 will be and what the 
tax on it will bo. 


2. Start paying, in those four in- 


stallments mentioned above, 
the 


difference between the tax 
that 


will be withheld from them, if any, 
and the full tax they'll owe for the 
year. 


While the first installment is due 


March 15, the others are due June 
15, Sept. 15, and Jan. 15, 1951. . 


We're supposed to be on a pay- 


as-you-go tax system. Most wage 
earners and salaried people 
will 


have had the 
full 
tax 
withheld 


from them by the end of 1950. 


This estimated tax plan —'for 


those who won't have the full tax 
or any tax withheld from them in 
1950 — is intended to get them 


aid up by the end of the 
year,

You can decide

You know how much tax, if any, 


s being withheld from

The individualist is 
held to be a rat, scab'and or fin* 
and subject to persecution. 


Collective bargaining is an evil 


political cliche which has 
done 


more damage to these states than 
booze, prohibition and Henry Mor- 
genthau. The material cost 
has 


been appalling, not only in destruc- 
tion of property by organized and 
subsidized mobs equivalent to Hit- 
ler's brown shirts but in the infla- 
tionary costs of war-industry labor. 
The political and moral costs also 
have been staggering as one vague- 
ly perceives in the fact thai al- 
most the whole people have stupid- 
ly succumbed to the fraud and ac- 
cept it as though it were a sacred 
principle. 


On closer and calmer study, ths 


intelligent man begins to realize 
that collective bargaining, of itself, 
is at best an acommodation, con- 
venient to employers of masses of 
faceless people and to the union 
padrones who own and manipu- 
late them. 


The workers didn't ask lor 
it. 


However, the individuals, being, 
on the average, ignorant, tire tem- 
porarily persuaded that 'collective 
bargaining is good for them 
by 


dramatic appeals to their self-sym- 
pathy. They cherish 
an 
absurd 


tradition that because they toil Cor 
wages they are superior to all oth- 
ers except ball-players, actors and
